A liquid crystal display panel is arranged such that a reflection member overlaps a 
Ught-shielding wiring pattern such that apertures are left unmasked. This prevents light use 
efficiency from being decreased due to a light-shielding wiring pattern having memory 
wiring layers. An array substrate includes a transparent electrode which applies a field to a 
liquid crystal layer, a light-shielding wiring pattern having one or more apertures which allow 
transmission of light incident on the liquid crystal layer from the reverse side of the array 
substrate, and a reflection member which reflects incident light applied from a counter 
substrate side through the liquid crystal layer. 
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
